Illinois limited liability company (Land - Enforcement, RCRA) - 
In this land enforcement action concerning a Madison County 
facility, the Board granted relief from the hearing requirement of 
Section 31(c)(1) of the Environmental Protection Act (415 ILCS 
5/31(c)(1) (2016)), accepted a stipulation and settlement 
agreement, and ordered respondent to pay a total civil penalty of 
$5,000, and to cease and desist from further violations. The Board 
noted that respondent also agreed under the stipulation to perform 
a supplemental environmental project—providing the Wood River 
Illinois Emergency Response Unit with two self-contained 
breathing apparatus, at a total cost of no less than $8,000.

pay a total civil penalty of $25,000, and to cease and desist from 
further violations.
